Nations of :the world， 
including the US and the USSR, have pledged money 
and materials to aid the suffering Cambodians. But 
thousands upon thousands are dead,， and thousands 
more are on the verge of dying. Why have the world 's 
attention on Cambodia and the aid come So late?

To Exim Bank Credit 


WASHINGTON 一 “Passage of 
the Sino-US Trade Agreement w 训 
benefit both _ American exporters 
and importers and lead to a sub- 
stantial expansion of trade and 
trade relations between the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China and the 
United States,” Christopher H. 
Phillijps，President of the National 
Council for US-China Trade， said 


”last week， . 


The three-year Trade Agree- 

ment，Ssigned by the Chinese on 
sjJuly 7,，was Submitted to Congress 

Oct. 22 by President Carter. 

Phillips stated that with passage 
of thie Agreement，China will be 
accorded most-favored-nation tar- 
itf status for its products，giving 
China's products in the US _ equal 
treatment with those of other 
countries. 

FOREFRONT 

“上 or the first time in thirty 
years，trade will be normal be- 
tween OUI two countries,” said 
Phillips，whose Council has been 
at the forefront of efforts to 
achieve economic normalization 
with China. 

Based on seven-month 全 gures， 
YPhillips predicted that Sino-US 
trade will attain a level of just 
under $2 billion this year and ap- 
Proximately $6 billion by 1985. He 
cited_earlier remarks of China's 
Vice Premier Deng Xiaoping sug- 
gesting that China's trade with the 
US may reach that of China's 
trade :with Japan，which in 1979 is 
expected to exceed $6 billion. 

Phillips noted that China's top- 
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ranking export to' the US so far 
this yearis crude petroleum，which 
may be a preamble to much larger 
quantities in the future. Some $30 
million worth of Chinese crude 
was Imported into thie US during 
the first five months of this year. 
9o far as US exporters are con- 
cerned，Phillips said he was par- 
ticularly Pleased that passage of 
the Trade Agreement represented 
a major step towards US Exim- 
bank financing for exports to 
China. “The sooner American 
companies can benefit from US 
Eximbank-backed hinancing and 


guarantees, the _ better, he said. 


He added: “We _ welcome Vice 
President Mondale's announce- 
ment during his_ recent visit to 
China that $2 billion of US Exim- 
bank credits are to be earmarked 
for China through 1984. For too 
long American companies have 
suffered a competitive disadvan- 
tage with other countries selling to 
the China market.”

GUIDELINES INEFFECTIVE TO STOP 
INS HARASSMENT OF ELDERLY ASIANS 


1. length of absence trom the 
US (any absence of less than 30 
days to be considered favorable) 

2. reason for absence from US 
(an absence for personal or family 
emergencies to be considered 
favorable) 

3. knowledge of INS policy ex- 
cluding SSI recipients (lack of 
knowledge to be considered favor- 
able) 

4. existence of return-trip travel 
arrangements Prior to departure 
(round-trip arrangements to be 
considered favorable) 


5. inquiry to Social Security 
PrIior to departure (statement by 
Social Security worker that SSI eli- 
gibility would not be affected to be 
considered favorable). 

IGCNORED 

The intent behind the guidelines 
was that returning SSI recipients 
who fell within the guidelines 
would not have their green cards 
taken away. However, the guide- 
lines do not require the District 
Directors to admit SSI recipients 
nor do they order them to stop 
asking whether SSI is being re- 
ceived. Asa result, the District Di- 
rectors have ignored the guide- 
lines. To date，no case has been 
found where the guidelines have 
been favorably applied，and in 
Honolulu, elderly Asians continue 
to be questioned regarding receipt 
of SSI. 

Elderly Asians who are lawful 
permanent residents mnust still be 
careful before leaving the United 
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States if they are receiving SSI. 
The policy of exclusion is still in 
effect and it appears the guidelines 
have done nothing to change it. In- 
creased public pressure is the only 
way that policy will be changed.
